5 Ottawa, May 1:—Pearls from Can- 
nadian herring? Nonsense! Not non; 
sense at all, There is many a string 
of. artificial pearls worn for adorn- 
ment in North America that came 
from the scales of herring caught by 
Canadian fishermen in Canadian wa- 

{terse ‘y 

The presence’ of crystals of guanin 
on the scales of herring is the ex- 

¢ .. planation, for from these crystals 
there is mannfactured pearl essence 
which, in turn, is manufactured into 
imitation pearls. _ 

Reports. of the ‘Fisheries Brinch 
at: Ottawa show the manufacture of 
pearl essence from the scales of the 
humble herring as one of the inter- 
esting. by-product operations of Can- 
ada’s fishing industry, and one which 
is likely to become of increasing val- 

_ue. So far the production of the 
essence is carried on only in southern 
New Brunswick, but herring scales 
for use in its manufacture are also 
gathered to some extent on the Brit- 
ish Columbia coast. In 1927, for ex- 
ample, 1000 hundredweight of scales 
were marketed by British Columbia 
fishermen. In the same year, 1820 
hundredweight were marketed in New 
Brunswick for the manufacture into 

“pearl essence. The return to the fish- 
i ermen. in thei two provinces was $10,- 

281, which-is not a very large sim, it 
is true, but is a fairly tidy amount to 
receive for something which a few 
years ago was a waste and nuisance. 

In producing the pearl essence, the 
herring are scaled: and the scales are 
then put through a special process by |: 

which the guanin crystals are freed. 

These crystals are held in suspension 
in ammonia and the pearl essence _re- 
sults, . At present. the final processes
